EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Amend the following claims 10, 11, 22, and 23: 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) Th e m e thod of claim 1 1 which includ e s printing th e form 
on a surfac e d e fining m e ans and, at th e sam e tim e that th e form is printed, printing th e cod e d 
data tags on th e surfac e , wh e r e in at l e ast som e of th e cod e d data tags are substantially coincid e nt 
with th e information r e lating to us e r r e gistration. The method of claim 9, which includes 
printing the coded data tags to be at least invisible in the visible spectrum. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended) Th e m e thod of claim 9, which includ e s printing th e cod e d 
data tags to b e at l e ast invisibl e in th e visibl e sp e ctrum. The method of claim 10 which includes 
printing the form on a surface-defining means and, at the same time that the form is printed, 
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printing the coded data tags on the surface, wherein at least some of the coded data tags are 
substantially coincident with the information relating to user registration. 

Claim 22 (Currently Amended) Th e syst e m of claim 23 in which th e information r e lating 
to us e r r e gistration is print e d on th e form by th e print e r at th e sam e tim e as th e cod e d data tags, 
wh e r e in at l e ast som e of th e cod e d data tags ar e substantially coincid e nt with th e information 
r e lating to us e r r e gistration. The system of claim 21, in which the coded data tags are at least 
invisible in the visible spectrum. 

Claim 23 (Currently Amended) The syst e m of claim 21, in which th e cod e d data tags ar e 
at l e ast invisibl e in th e visibl e sp e ctrum . The system of claim 22 in which the information 
relating to user registration is printed on the form by the printer at the same time as the coded 
data tags, wherein at least some of the coded data tags are substantially coincident with the 
information relating to user registration.

2. In response to communications filed on 4/8/2007, applicant amends claim 24 to 
overcome the claim objection, the objection to claim 24 has been withdrawn with respect to the 
amendment. The double patenting rejection has been withdrawn with respect to the terminal 
disclaimer filed on 4/18/2007.
